THE OLD BUSINESS AT THR OLD BTAND.

Ooncerning the first meeting of the Repub-
llcan County Committes since the election,
which was held on Thursday evening, it might
be sufficlent to say that if anybody likes that
sort of & meeting it was just about the sort of
a meeting he would llke. And yet it 4!d de-
velop certaln incidents and utterances which
may be worth consideration. In the first place,
not to defer a pleasure, we hasten to say that
parts of the carefully prepared speech which
Chairman Quigg “had no idea of mak!ng” wera
highly becoming to & man placed as he I8, and
intrinsically sensible, For example: “We must
“remember that a hundred thousand Repub-
*]leans are in no position to dizcipline a hundred
#thonsand other Republicans. The remark has
“heen made that you cannot Indlet a State,
“You cannot”™ If Mr. Quigg had been more
familiar with the English clagclcs and had gnot-
ed Burke axactly—*“1 do not know the method
“of drawing up an Indictment against a4 whole
*neople”—the citation would have fitted the case
still better, The chairman went on to say: “It
“is very clear to every falr-minded man that
“If the Republican party is going to win elec-
“tions, the Republicans who fonght for Seth
“Low and the Republicans who fought for Gen-
“era] Tracy must be brought together. I am
“one of those who deslre that they ehall be
“brought together. I will make every personal
“gacrifice—if there Is a personal sacrifice to be
“made—which can Induce them to come to-
#gether, The Republican party must be united
“ggain” Just what and how much thls means
we do not know. Perhaps Mr. Quigg himself
does not know, It has already been intimated
that he was in a becoming mood on Thursday
evening, but it was the subjuonctive rather than
the indicative mood. We hope that his declara-
tlon means everything which words so well
chosen ought to mean. We can ouly promise to
be as honest with his future acts as we are with
his present utterances, and for the time belng
Jet it go at that.

Other Incldents of Thursday’s meeting of the
County Committce are less susceptible of a san-
guine Interpretation, and notably the vulgar
and Impudent ¢lamor which greeted the epeech
and resolutions of Mr. Yereance, a delegate from
the XXIXth Assembly District, of whoee gross-
ly fraudulent enrolment he has intimate knowl-
edge, proposing a scrupulous rectification of the
whole Republican emrolnent by a competent
committee, Because the commlittee suggested
by Mr. Yereance contained the name of General
Anson G. McCook, General Collis consldered 1t
desirable to say: “I think the Republican party
“can do without all extraneous help, and I move
“that the resolutions be laid on the table” What
arrangements members of the Republican ma-
chine may have made for getting along without
belp except from Tammany Hall, which could
searcely be ealled extraneous, time will disclose;

sloner of Publle Works, who has kept the chief
streets of New-York In a horrible condition for
more than & year to the infinlte annoyance and
disgust of the whole population, 1s golng to need
all the help he can get from every quarter to
keep this town from becoming too hot for him.

Less notlceable, perhaps, than General Col-
lis's gupercilious refectlon of extraneous hel;.),
though more worthy of notie, 18 the frank ad-
mission contalned in the report which was sub-
mitted by Postmaster Van Cott on behall of
the Committee on Organization. Having cited
that article of the Copstitutlon of the Repub-
liean County Commlites which preseribes that
“if the Republican vote of any ¢lection dlstrict
“at a general election shall be less than the
spumber of membera borne upon the rolls of
uthe assoclation, such association shall thereby
“be dlsqualified from representation in any con-
“yontion, and the assoclation shall be dissolved,"
eto. the Committes on Organization reports that
“if the election of 15807 Is to be consldered a
“ general electlon’, then almost every associa-
“tion in the clty would be requlred to be Ais-
“golved.” To a full appreciation of this candld
announcement it 18 essential to remember that
it 1 not a eat Inadvertently let out of an -
guarded bag, but a formal avownl deliberately
made on the highest authority, That belng the
case, it would seem to constitute a sufficlent

zation as Mr. Yereance proposed to apply. But
the conclusions of the committes and the subse-
quent proceedings of the meeting Indieate that
no appropriate use of it, with or without ex-
traneous help, is to be made. On the whole, in
gpite of Mr. Quigg’s smooth demeanor and apt
paraphraso of Burke, it appears to ba evilent
that the Republican “Master” lntends to keep
on cheating the Republlean party through the
gsame old Republican machine, And since that
{s his intention, this s as good a time as any
to let him try to carry it out.

THE CURRPNCY DIRCUSKEION.

As Secretary Gage Is a practical man of
ability and extensive knowledge, it s probable
that he does not expect Congress to adopt the
currency plan which he proposes. No doubt
he knows that the Senate, as constituted this
year and next, cannot be hrought to authorize

an issne of bonds expressly payable, prinelpal
and Interest, In gold, no matter how clear or
great the saving wonld be. Nor can ha expect
to convert this Congress to the {dea that inter-
eat-bearing bonds ghould be {ssued In order to
taks up and hold 1dls in the Treasury §200,
000,000 of the legal-tender notes,

In other circumstances the proposal might
prove of value !n promoting a consolldation of
the sound-money strength upon a deflults polley.
But Secretary Gage, no doubt, becams aware,
during the last session of Congress, that a con-
siderable number of earnest defenders of sound
money would not congent to an issue of bonds
for retirement of part of the legal tenders,
elther in order to make room for more bank-
notes, or for security against gold ralds on the
Treasury, There ars also many who offer ob-
jections to any !{ssue of banknotes against mer- |
chandise or credits, and not secured by bonds
deposited

On the ground of expediency, thers is likely
to be yet more division. Many defenders of
sound money think it not wise to attempt fo
formulate a definits changs at a tims when, in
their opinlon, no desirabla change can be ac
complished, and when nothing in the cond!tion
of the finances renders & change !mmediately
necessary. They consider that the currency !s
safe now, and sure to be for soms time to coms,
and that any argument {n favor of a changs |
must begin by ralsing doubts of Its soundness, |
and dwelling upon dangers which are at all
events not present and are beyond the reach of
present remed!es, but whlch cannot be urged as
a reason for pew measures without glving a
wenpon to the advocates of silver colnage or
free State banking, and Impalring to a greater
or less extent the confldence which Is so essen-
tial to prosperity. These Republieans would
prefer (unwisely, If you please) not to attempt
now what cannot be done now, bot to leave the
country undisturbed to lucrease month by
month ita confidence In the sounduess of the
currency and i{n the wisdom of the Republican
National poliey.

Between those who find objectlons to detalls
proposed and those who hold {t unwise to agl-
tate until the party has the power to act, the
sound-money force will hardly be able to show
its full strength n support of the Seeretary.
The silver men and Democrats will be quick to
take advantage of this state of things, and will
seck the prestige of defeating a mensurs pro-
posed by the Adminlstration. It seems, there-
fore, too much to hope that elther Secretary
Gage's or any other broad and compreheusive
eclieme can be carried through the present Con-
Eresa,

Because we cannot do all we would, shall wa
therefora Ao nothing? President MeKinley
may be expected to answer that question in his
annual Message, If to be done, It Is bis place
to do it, not only as head of the party in |
power, but as Presldent of the United Etates, |
But Major McKlnley is essantially a practieal '
statesman, He belleves In attempting things |
that can be done, If he does not recommend
an earncst effort for the whole of Secretary |
Gage's plan, or for some other equally eom- |
prehensive, we Imagine that he may bo expected |
to recommend at least such steps ns he thinks !
it now possible to take, We imagine, too, that
they may prove not only practicable, but serions |
and highly beneficial,

CLOSING IN UPON OHINA.

Gurinany has Invaded China, ‘That 14 the
news from 8han-Tung. The second port of that
provinee, and one of the chlef ports und naval
stations on the Chinese const of the Yellow
Ben, has been forcibly oceupled by German
ships and troops, apparently with the intention |
of possesging It permancntly. The ostensible
reason for this actlon by Germany Is the recent
murder of two Roman Cutholle mlssionarles by [
& Chinese mob In the village of Chuug-Klo-
Ohuang, in that provinee. Tha provoeation to
action was undoubtedly a sufficlent one. It is |
the duty of a government to protect its gub. |
jects or cltizens, and to exact the fullest posst. |
ble reparation for Injurles or death IntMeted [
upon them, But the present mede of proced- |
ure is certalnly an unusual one, and geems to |
Indlcate some ulterlor motives. It does not ap-
pear that Germany has exhausted, even If ghe
hag tried, the usual methods of obtalnfug re- |
dress. Blie has slmply selzed one of the most |
avallable and most valuable Chinese ports, and
is sending thither munitions and stores, ns (f
for permanent oceupation, which, indeed, the |
Chineso themselves seem to tale for granted
ehe intends.

The general condition of affalrs in Clina en-
courages the susplelon that such ls Germany's
Intention, and that Kiao-Chau will presently be
transformed Into a sort of German Hong-Kong.
The time geems to be at hand for at least an
attempt at the partitiopiog of China. Already
European Powers talk about thelr “spheres of
influence™ there, exactly as they do aBout
Africa.  Russia has established a virtual pro- |
tectorate over Manchurla and the eastern part |
of Mongolia., France elalms paramount rlehis
In the southern provinces bordering upon Ton-
quin.  Great Britaln has secured the opening
of the West River, and Is pushing tnte Yun-
Nan and Be-Chuen from Burmah, There |s
lttle room for wonder, then, if Germany also
wants a hand in the division of the mighty
spolls. Bhe I8 entltled to tecognition for her

considerateness in selecting a place remots from
thoge gelzed by the other Powers. Bhe avolds
poacling upon their preserves, and strikes into
an entirely new and unclaimed fleld. If China
js indeed to be partitioned, now or hereafter,
Germany assuredly has as good a right to take
her ghare as any other Power.

What Japan will think of it {s not yet taken
into account, though she |s obviongly much con-
cerned, The Chinese ara sald to believe that
Kino-Chau I8 to be nsed as the base of opera-
tlons In an attack upon Japan by Germany,
Huesia apd France, and are therefors récon-
elled to the selzure of the place. The ldea is a
fantustic one, though it has a little justification
in the fact that those threa Powers did unlte
to compel Japan to modify tho treaty of Bl-
monosek!, But apart from any such considera-
tlon, Germany's occupation of Kiao-Chan must
be regarded with disfavor by Japan. It forms
another nbstacle to that control of the Yellow
Sea at which the Island Empire aims. It brings
another Fower within interested dlstance of
Corea, and thus diminishes Japan's chances of
ever getting possesslon of the latter country,
though of mll nations she has incomparably
the best titla thereto, It places, moreover, an.
other serlons barrfer between Japan and the
Chinese ecapital, at which In some future war
ehe might want to strike. That Japan will be
able to make any effective protest agalnst Ger
many's actlon 13, however, not probable. Ehe
s already busy as she ean be, preparing for
what ls so genernlly regarded as the Inevitable
confllet with Russla, She 18 hurrying work on
her navy with all possible energy, and Russia
is in llke manner pushing her Biberian rallroad
to completion. It will add inestimable Interest
to that confllet, If It really comes, to have Ger-
many also in the scena at Kiso-Chan

THE B8PRPAKER AND THR METROPOLIS,

An Interesting report ahont Epeaker Reed has
been revived within a day or two, The story
s that Mr. Reed does not care to prolong his
carcer in Congresa, and !s coming to New-York
to live; not becanse ho is tired of publle 1ife, but
because he sces here opportunities to gratify
a larger ambition than a Congressman from
Matine, even though he may be able to com-
mand the great office of Speaker from any Re-
publican House, can reasonably cherish. It Is
represented, in brief, that he wants to be Pres-
Ident of the United States, and belleves a New-
Yorker of about his slze has a falr chance to
carry off that eplendld prize in the not dlstant
future; that he understands just how earnestly
the Repnbliean party of this State demands a
leadsr capahle of enlisting its loyal support
in the promotion of sound prinelples and poll-
rles, and cousiders hlmself equal to the task
and not undeserving of the honor. It I8 repre
sented Incldentally also that New-York has great
attractions for him as a place of residence and

PROGRESS HALTING BPECULATION,

1t 1a not exactly wise at this tima to take tha
ecurrent notlons of the room traders In the Krock
Fxchange as the matured convictlons of tha
business world. The traders are trying to eateh
more profits by guessing the course of prices in
particular stocks from hour to hour, The In-
clination to get up panies about nothing has re-
peatedly made them seem lke children to the
larger men, who try to measure the business of
the country and to buy when it lmproves, But
even of the larger operntors not many secm to
be aware that In certaln stages of progress
toward better things the market for securities
1s naturally at odds with the genernl course of
husineas outslde of Wall Rtreet,

In a tima of Industrinl depression the surplus
maney of capitallsta Is largely tnvested in se
ceuritles, Recovery will eome sooner or later
and with it profits, and on most gtacks or bonds
in the mean time soma Interest, but the money
eqnnot be carrled In the vest poeket, and ean
gain nether fnterest nor profit in a safe deposit,
Tending on eall or time to those who want to
buy securities I8 one way of employing idle
money, but men who have little spare time often
thoose to buy the securitles themselves and wait
for thefr profits, ‘Thus the stock market In
times of general depression of Industrles and
trade becomes the place of deposit for many
milliona of enpltal which owners are not yet
ready to employ otherwise,

When better times appear there I8 immedlate
withdrawal of money for acilve use In trade,
but this 18 relatively a small matter, The men
of regources are at onee on the lookont for op-
portunities to employ large sums more profit-
ably. The countless applieatlons for loans or
investments In new undertakings, which have
for years been dismissed without conslderation,
they gnddenly begin to examine, If exeeption-
ully good epportunities are found, eapital fs
qulekly pledzed, and If great sums are needed
they are easily ralsed by association of several
who have been walting In llke manner. Con-
tracts are closed Involving heavy expenditures
In buildings, construction or ether developments
In eoming months, but meanwhile the market

- for securitles feels the Impulse of coming pros-

perity and prices rise. Traders, small and large,
are In haste to get a share of the profits and
buy at advancing flgures. Then It Is that the

capltalists who have planned large Investiments |

begin to take thelr profits on the rlsing securi-
ties, and to put thelr money Into more perma-
nent employment. Gradually they sell stocks

and expend the money in opening mines, erect-
ing buildings, extending rallroads, bullding
ships, putting up costly manufacturing works
and developing the properties for which they
have contracted. Al this Involves withdrawal
of milllons from speculation In securitles, not
for a day or two, but for years. Its necessary
reanlt 18 that the speculative market has to
earry more gtocks, while the milllons withdrawn
for Investment are no longer avallable. A balt
in the advance of prices, a general read) ustment
of holdings until secupities find buyers who are
willing to walt for something more than a frac-
tlonal profit, naturally precede any further sus-
tulned advanee,

In this way the certainty of general prosper-
ity and the preparation of capital to take part
in It necessarily operate for the time agalnst the
men who are waliing for prices of securitles to
advanee. General husiness grows better, but
capltal devoted to speculation In stocks de-
creases heentise the greater and permanent galns
to be derived from new lovestments are more
attractive. Farnings show steady increase, and
would justify steadily advancing prices of se
ecuritles, but the men who have pledged thelr
milllons to varous new enterprises are selling
and not buying In the stock market If any
man wishes to realize how this works, let him
conslder where great capltallsts are finding
money for fleets of steamers on the lakes, for
new rallroads to transport lron ore, for new
fron works and other manufacturing establish-
ments by the score, for the purchasing ot mines
costing many milllons, for the erectlon of sugar
refinerles and eoffes establishments, for the ex-
tension of electrie rallway plants in every dl-
rectlon, for the buying of gas plants and stocks
in many eltles, for the bullding of many hun-
dredl lofty structures and the extenslon and im-
provement of rallway lines. These capltalists
have not been carrying all thelr millions idle
in thelr vest pockets, ' They take thelr money
out of temporary investments In other forms
whe they declde upon Investment in various
produc.ve enterprises. Thus It 1s that the very
expafiston of productive Industry, which affords
the highest encouragement to the buyer of so-
curitles, also forms for a time the most effective
bindrance to the reallzation of his hopes of
profit.  While he Is buying, many mlllions of
capital are golng out of the market for securities
for the development of productive Industry.
In the end that development will render all so-
curities more valuable. But the millions which
go Into creatlve enterprises also secure thelr
profits, and contribute powerfully to the gen-
eral prosperity of the Nation,

PICTURES BY FRITZ THAULOW—BOME
OLD MASTERS—ANNOUNCEMENTS,

Fritz Thaulow is & Norweglan painter who was
first introduced to the American publie five or six
Yyears ago, and who has from time to time appeared
In the galleries uptawn ever since, winning always
warm admiration, Nevertheless, he is not among
the forelgn palnters who are really famillar here,
and the exhibition of his pictures at the gallery of
L. Crist Delmonico will be gladly visited, It con-
tains a score of landscapes and river scenes, some
of the latter having been painted along the banks
of the Seine. Thaulow has lived in Paris for some
years. Ilo has never sacrificed, however, to tho
conventions of that ecity. On the contrary, he has
retalned his Northern originality, and preserves a
freshness In his art which is one of ity first claimse
upon our attentlon, His style is broad and direct
His color 1s, as it happens, confined to a qulet
graylsh scale, but this has not meant that he has
dovoted himself to the gray studio light so com-
mon In French palinting. He haa worked from
nature, and has the light of ths open alr In his
pletures, a light which saves his grayness from
monotony and gives vitality to all his work, It Is
delightful to ses how he gets the truths wlish so
occupy the Impressionistic school, without falling
ints any of the snares of that school. "The Belne
in Parls; SBnowing,” has exactly ths kind of at-
mospherio subtlety which Monet and hias imitators
yearn to secure, but there Is no Impressionistic
exaggeration or Inaccuracy In this pleturs, It has
the repose and sweetness of a landscaps by one of
the Barblzon palnters, and, over and abave al) this,
It has the marks of a striking Individuality, Thau-
low has mads a speclal study of snow scenes and
of troubled waters, His winter landscapes and
studies of swift-flowing rivers or streams rippled
by water fowl are lovingly rendered, and, besides
thelr truth, they have an Indubitable charm. Al-
together, tha exhibition makes us better acquainted
with an artist of dlstingulshed merits, one whose
bold and stralghtforward art 1s put at the service
of & genuine lnsplration.

At the Durand-Ruel Gallery thers may be seen
an important group of old masters, inciuding Van
Dyck, Hals, 8ir Joshua, Pourbus and some early
Itallans, The Van Dyck plotures are two portraits
of Charlasa 1 and Henrietta Marla respectively,
both fine examples of his elegance and precision,
Tha portraits of Anne of Austria and Elizabeth of
Franca by Pourbus are in the archalo style which
makes him seem always artificlal and thin, but in
which thers are elements of quaintness and distine-
tion full of a curlous attractlon. The Hals por-
tralts, representing a Dutch gentleman and his
wifs, are strong and characteristie, but they lack
the nervous quality and the brilllancy which be-
long to tha painter in his best moments, A por-
trait of the young Duc de Bourgogne by Mignard
s imposing in its courtliness and gorgeous color,
though it has the artist's usual hollowness of in-
tellsetunl meaning. A festive canvas glven to
Watteau completes the list of French plctures. It
{s sparkling at one or two points, but in the main
has a darkness which jars uncomfortably with
memories of tha gunny, golden tones in his master-
plocea. The early paintings include an admirable
“Virgin and Child" by Martin Schen, Intevesting
ns the work of & palnter rare anywhere, and al-
mosat unknown in America; & tiny panel attributed
to Taddeo Gaddl, which is a pleasing reils of the
